Money,  the  Media,  and  Government 

TJMass  Boston's  Radical  Student 
Alliance  sponsored  a  series  of  teach-ins  that 
were  held  during  the  course  of  the  two  week 
span  foreshadowing  the  presidential 
candidate  debate  that  occurred  on  October 
3,  2000.  These  teach-ins,  entitled  "The 
Presidential  Debates  in  America:  Debating 
the  Debates" ,  consisted  of  seven  different 
presentations.  The  first  debate  featured  three 
speakers  and  an  audience  participatory 
discussion  following  their  lectures. 

The  featured  speaker  for  the  first  of 
the  teach-ins  was  Thomas  Ferguson ,  Senior 
Associate  Provost.  He  is  currently  teaching 
in  the  Political  Science  Department ,  and  is 
the  author  of  The  Golden  Rule,  a  book  that 
centers  around  the  political  issue  of  capital 
influence  on  the  political  system  of  today. 

As  an  introduction  to  the  whole  teach- 
in  series,  Professor  Lawrence  Kaye,  the 
faculty  advisor  to  the  Radical  Student 
Alliance ,  stated  that  the  need  for  these  teach- 
ins  derived  out  of  the  fact  that  the  debates 
are  limited  to  only  the  two  major  candidates , 
excluding  any  and  all  third-party  candidates. 
Dr.  Kaye  noted  the  ironic  fact  that  such  a 
debate  was  held  at  UMB ,  a  university  which 
"prides  itself  on  diversity. " 

In  his  speech ,  Thomas  Ferguson  stated 
that ,  " . .  .where  the  money  of  this  country 
comes  from  may  be  difficult  to  analyze ,  and 
the  information  on  this  subject  may  not  be 
readily  available  to  the  public" .  On  the  other 
hand ,  he  said ,  " . .  .if  you  look  at  the  American 
public ,  there  is  a  certain  amount  of  apathy 
held  towards  any  political  issue  addressed. 
The  bottom  line  is ,  the  U.S.  population  knows 
very  little  and  they  have  no  interest  in 
furthering  their  knowledge  on  the  subject." 

While  Thomas  Ferguson  addressed  the 
monetary  issues  of  our  society  today,  Ben 
Day,  president  of  the  Radical  Student 
Alliance,  directed  his  time  discribing  the 
effects  the  media  has  on  the  U.S.  population , 
in  his  eyes.  "The  same  money  that  stands 
behind  the  two  candidates  stands  behind  the 
media  and  the  Commission  on  Presidential 
Debates ,  and  that  "neither  candidate  can  be 


compelled  to  debate ,  which  tends  to  give  veto 
power  to  either  candidate  ...  as  we  have  seen 
with  Bush."  stated  Day. 

The  last  speaker  was  Reverend  Carl 
Olson  from  the  Community  Church  of 
Boston.  In  connection  with  Thomas 
Ferguson's  argument  that  there  is  a  high  rate 
of  public  ignorance  concerning  the  present 
political  issues  of  this  country ,  the  Reverend 
said  that  "the  community  needs  to  be  active 
around  this  issue." 

The  first  session  closed  with  an  open 
floor  discussion  on  the  effectiveness  of 
protesting  and  the  fighting  against  the 
seemingly  unjust  closing  of  the  school  for 
the  two  days  the  presidential  debates  were 
taking  place  on  the  school  grounds.  One  of 
the  audience  members  noted  that  because 
the  campus  would  be  closed,  the  students 
were  deprived  of  two  days  of  education  of 
which  they  paid  for  and  of  which  they  were 
entitled  to.

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Health  Care  S»  Social 
Security 

On  September  27, 
2000,  the  Radical  Student 
Alliance  presented  another 
teach-in  discussion.  The 
subject  matter  was  health 
care  and  social  security.  To 
present  these  two  topics  were 
Phil  Mamber,  President  of 
Mass.  Senior  Action,  and 
Judith  Atkins,  President  of 
the  United  Electrical  Workers 
Union ,  District  2. 

First  to  speak  was 
Judith  Atkins  on  social 
security.  She  started  by  giving 
a  short  history  of  social 
security.  The  government 
first  established  social 
security  as  a  plan ,  during  the 
depression  era ,  to  aid  families 
and  senior  citizens  when 
unable  to  work.  It  was  not  set 
up  as  a  retirement  plan  in  it 
infant  stages.  Retirement 
plans  were  placed  into  the 
hands  of  corporations  to 
determine.  Some  argue  that 
retirement  should  be 
privatized  today.  Evidence 
shows  social  security  is  in 
danger  of  collapsing  due  to  the 
increased  demands  on  the 
government  program  with  the 
increase  in  the  number  of 
retirees  from  the  baby-boomer 
generation. 

Atkins  made  a  point  of 
stressing  that  money  taken 
from  paycheck  for  social 
security  is  placed  in 
government  bonds. 

Government  bonds  are  the 
safest  way  of  investing  your 
money.     They  have  lasted 


through  the  depression.  In 
fact ,  there  have  only  been  two 
examples  of  government 
bonds  that  have  collapsed, 
those  being  Confederate 
bonds  and  Russian  Tsar 
bonds.  Yet  the  bonds  that  SSI 
has  been  replaced  with  are 
'special-issue'  bonds  that, 
should  SSI  fail,  ensure  no 
responsibility  of  the  U.S. 
government  to  remedy  the 
problem. 

Atkins  then  touched 
lightly  on  the  subject  of 
health  care.  She  started  by 
saying  that  most  countries 
throughout  the  world  have  a 
universal  health  care  plan;  in 
fact  the  United  States  and 
South  Africa  are  the  only 
industrial  counties  that  carry- 
no  such  plan. 

Showing  up 

fashionably  late ,  due  to  a  fire 
in  an  MBTA  tunnel ,  was  Phil 
Amber.  He  also  started  his 
talk  with  social  security. 
Picking  up  where  Atkins  left 
off ,  Amber  presented  the  idea 
that  in  no  way  could  social 
security  crash  unless  a  major 
wave  of  recession  and 
depression  destroyed  the  U.S. 
economy. 

Amber  made  a  point  of 
stressing  that  social  security 
is  not  under  threat  of 
bankruptcy.  Rather,  he 
stressed  the  idea  that  SSI 
funds  were  'free  money'  that 
the  government  has  been 
spending,  rather  than 
investing,  for  some  time. 

Amber  delved  into  the 
health  care  concerns  of 
senior  citizens .  In  the  1 9  7  0 '  s 
corporations  succeeded  in 
winning  a  case  of  expected 
health  care  payments  for 
employees.    Since  that  time 


health  care  has  become  more 

privatized  and  increasingly 

difficult  to  obtain.    Amber 

jwent  on  to  challenge  the 

morality  of  HMO's  by  telling 

j  the  audience  that  if  you  are 

costing  more  money  than 

|  your  premiums ,  then  it  is  in 

the    best    interest    of   the 

company  to  either  refer  you  to 

another       company,       or 

terminate  you  as  a  client. 

|  Amber  also  pointed  out  that 

the     number     one     drug 

produced  is  Viagra.    Making 

it  seemingly  obvious  that  drug 

companies  care  more  about 

I  what  is  profitable  rather  than 

what  can  cure. 

What  did  the  two  major 
candidates  think  about  all 
this?  They  both  had 
incramentalism  in  mind  when 
defining  their  programs.

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The  U.S.  S»  Globalization 

As  the  Presidential 
debates  drew  closer  the 
Radical  Student  Alliance 
presented  another  teach-in. 
The  subject  of  the  United 
States'  role  in  globalization 
was  argued  from  six  people's 
point  of  view,  two  were  those 
of  UMB  professors. 

First  to  speak  was 
Arthur  MacEwan,  author  of  I 
Neoliberalism  or  Democracy?  \ 
A  professor  of  Economics  at 
UMASS  Boston ,  he  introduced 
globalization  as  "the 
connecting  of  international 
economies  with  the  U.S.  way 
of  doing  business " .  His  focus 
was  specifically  on  the  North 
American  Free  Trade 
Agreement  (NAFTA).  He 
informed  the  audience  that 
NAFTA  allowed  companies  to 
do  business  without 
government   restrictions, 


giving  them  full  power  over 
I labor  and  environmental 
I  issues.  An  example  he  cited 
I  was  that  of  a  company  in 

Canada  that  produces  MBTE 
I  to  be  used  in  gasoline.  MBTE 

reduces  emissions  from 
i automobiles,  yet  is  highly 

contaminant  to  water  supplies 
I  because  it  is  nearly  impossible 

to    separate    from    water. 

California  banned  the 
!  chemical       due       to       its 

environmental  hazards  and  is 

now  being  sued  by  NAFTA  for 

trade  agreement  violations. 

Companies  that  fall  under 


and  the  IMF  are  the  two 
leading  environmentally 
destructive  organizations." 
Through  money  lending, 
Naiman  contended  that  the 
companies  are  the  highest 
promoters  of  globalization  to 
developing  nations. 

Hardip  Man  of  the 
South  Asian  Women  for 
Action ,  and  a  native  of  India , 
was  next  to  take  the  stage. 
She  began  her  speech  with  a 
short  history  of  the  foreign 
presence  in  the  South  Asian 
market.  With  the  populations 
now  growing  to  the  worlds 
largest,  U.S.  and  European 
investors  are  now  striving  to 
dominate  the  market  with, 
what  they  see  as ,  the  world's 
largest  consumers.  Recently, 
India  and  the  U.S.  had  agreed 
to  do  business  with  one 
another  and  initiated  what 
Man  sees  as  'new  colonialism' 
in  India ,  as  well  as  the  other 
south  Asian  countries. 

Fourth  to  speak  was 
Winston  Langley,  author  of 
Encyclopedia  of  Human 
Rights,  and  professor  of

Next  to  speak  was 
Robert  Naiman,  the  Senior 
Policy  Analyst  at  the  Center 
for  Economic  and  Policy 
Research.  He  discussed  the 
World  Bank  along  with  the 
International  Monetary  Fund 
and  its  role  in  globalization. 
Stating  that  the ,  "World  Bank 
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Political  Science  at  UMass 
Boston.  He  spoke  of 
international  law  in  regards 
to  trade  and  globalization. 
Two  conferences  were  held  at 
the  end  of  the  Second  World 
War  that  focused  on  what  the 
world  would  look  like:  A  world 
that  would  operate  according 
to  the  super  power  nations. 
"They  came  together  to  draw 
up  a  world  constitution." 
stated  Langley.  Out  of  this 
constitution  came  the 
Economic/Social  Council. 
They  were  to  oversee  that  all 
International  Corporations 
follow  specific  regulations. 
But  economic,  social,  and 
human  rights  were  never 
taken  into  account,  and  the 
right  to  housing,  food,  and 
health  care  were  left  to  the 
businesses  themselves.  The 
Security  General  made  a  pact 
with  corporations  rather  than 
meeting  with  international 
unions  and  monies  were  used 
to  thwart  international  law. 
Langley  ended  his  speech  by 
stating  that  this  not  only 
happened  then,  but  also  is 
happening  now ,  and  that  the 
U.S.  government  was 
currently  trying  to  pass  a  bill 
that  would  give  corporations 
the  power  to  ignore  all 
international  law. 
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Next  to  speak  was  Tim 
Costello  co-author  of  Global 
Village  or  Global  Pillage?  The 
topic  he  presented  was 
regarding  how  to  organize  a 
grassroots  movement  against 
globalization.  He  highlighted 
three  points  on  how  to  begin 
a  movement.  He  said  that  it 
was  important  to  resist 
locally  as  well  as  nationally. 
This  would  not  only  make  it 
a  multi-level  resistance ,  but 
would  help  to  include  those 
that  you  are  trying  to  help. 
Second,  it  is  important  to 
recognize  what  you  are  doing. 
It's  not  enough  to  know  that 
something  is  bad;  it's 
important  to  know  exactly 
why  it's  bad.  His  last  point 
was  that  people  should  build 
a  global  framework  to  raise 
global  issues  when  necessary. 

Last  to  speak  was 
Michael  Albert,  Editor  of  Z 
Magazine,  on  the  topic  of 
"Why  Protest?"  He  stated 
that  it  is  important  that 
people  start  to  realize  what's 
going  on  in  the  world  around 
them.  He  cited  examples  of 
conditions  throughout  the 
world  that  needed  attention 
and  intervention  a  were 
receiving  little  to  none  of  it. 
Next  he  stated  that  anyone 
can      protest,     but      it's 
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important  that  people  create 
a  condition  in  which  people 
in  power  will  have  to  listen 
to.  "Telling  the  makers  of 
weapons  that  they  are 
killing  people  won't  get  you 
too  far."  he  pointed  out. 
"They  already  know  that; 
they  make  the  "weapons. 
The  key  to  bringing  change 
about  is  not  in  awareness  of 
elected  officials  but  in 
awareness  of  social  groups 
that  bring  about  awareness 
in  elected  officials.  Victory, 
Albert  stated ,  is  in  building 
a  bigger  movement,  not 
destroying  the  institution  in 
one  day. "

The  Death  Penalty 

The  final  teach-in  was 
in  reference  to  the  death 
penalty  and  criminal  justice 
system.  This  teach-in  focused 
largely  on  the  Mumia  Abu- 
Jamal  case  and  other  people 
who  are  on  death  row  or  have 
been  executed.  Sponsored  by 
the  Radical  Student  Alliance 
along  with  the  Boston 
Coalition  for  Mumia  Abu- 
Jamal,  American  Friends 
Service  Committee,  Jericho 
Organizing  Committee, 
Workers  World,  and  the 
International  Committee  to 
Save  the  Life  of  Mumia  Abu- 
Jamal,  it  proved  to  be  the 
most  emotional  of  all  the 
teach-ins. 

The  speakers  came 
from  many  parts  of  the 
United  States  representing 
various  organizations. 
Speakers  included  Steven 
Hawkins  of  the  National 
Coalition  to  Abolish  the  Death 
Penalty,  Kazi  Toure  a  former 
New  African  Political 
Prisoner,  Ramona  Africa  of 
the  Move  Organization ,  Becky 
Thompson  of  Academics  for 
Mumia ,  Monica  Moorehead  of 
the  Workers  World  Party, 
Lawyer  Johnson  who  was  a 
I  wrongly  convicted  former  MA 
death  row  prisoner,  and 
!  Cemile  Cakir  a  journalist  and 
former  political  prisoner  in 
Turkey. 

The  Speeches  focused 
!  mainly  on  the  prison  system 
and  its  effects  on  the  African 
American  communities 
throughout  the  U.S..  Opening 
ceremonies  included  a  live 
drum  circle  before  the 
viewing  of  a  film  on  Mumia. 
It  depicted  him  hand-cuffed 
and  weary,  speaking  against 
the  prison  industrial  complex 


and  the  death  penalty. 

Appearing  to  introduce 
the  speakers  was  Shirlynn 
Jones  of  the  Boston  Coalition 
for  Mumia  Abu-Jamal.  She 
introduced  Steven  Hawkins 
who  gave  a  lecture  on  the 
history  of  African-Americans 
and  the  death  penalty.  He 
argued ,  quite  effectively ,  that 
the  laws  are  formed  to  keep 
his  people  suppressed  and 
desperate. 

Kazi  Toure,  a  former 
political  prisoner  himself, 
informed  the  audience  that 
the  United  States  would  let 
you  believe  that  there  are  no 
political  prisoners  in  jail.  In 
the  1980's,  Toure  was 
arrested  after  a  shoot  out 
with  the  Boston  Police.  He 
won  his  case  on  appeal 
because ,  when  asked  why  the 
police  pulled  him  over,  the 
officer  responded  that  they 
were  "not  used  to  seeing 
black  people  in  that  part  of 
the  neighborhood." 

Urging  people  not  to 
look  to  the  system  for  a 
solution  to  oppression  was 
Ramona  Africa,  who  was 
welcomed  to  the  stage  with  a 
standing  ovation.  The  most 
emotional  of  all  the  speakers , 
she  asked,  "Why  a  system 
that  convinces  you  that  you 
are  a  criminal  if  you  resist 
would  be  willing  to  do 
anything  to  change  that 
system?"  She  went  straight 
into  the  history  of  the  Mumia 
cases  and  the  overwhelming 
evidence  that  argues  his 
innocence.  She  closed  her 
speech  by  stating  that ,  "We 
will  only  be  free  when  we 
release  ourselves  from  the 
strangle  of  this  rotten  and 
mean  spirited  system. "

Thompson  and  Monica 
Moorehead  focused  on  the 
prison  system  itself, 
utilizing  facts  such  as  how 
the  prison  system  of  this 
country  takes  away  needed 
money  from  public  schools. 
Also  talked  about  was  how 
the  prisons  are  a  hiring 
place  for  corporations  in 
search  of  cheap  labor  within 
the  U.S.  borders.  If  nothing 
else  this  teach-in  definitively 
highlighted  areas  of  our 
prison  and  justice  system 
that  need  some  revision  if 
not  abolition.
